The 
Canadian winter, whoso terrors aro eo 
much exaKRcrated in England, is more 
than counterbalanced by the extreme 
heat of South Africa, with its inaect 
peats and malarial fevers, and in the 
important points of nearness to the Old 
Country, ad%'ance of social organization 
and maintenance of order, Canada is a 
long way ahead ot our South African 
friends and rivals. 

The gold and diamond mines in South 
Africa no doubt act a.i a powerful nuit;- 
net iu attractini; Bottlers ; anil Canaila 
does not envy Suuth Africa the claim 
jumpers, boo'mstors, and aiiecuhitors who 
liavo congregated there, though genuine 
prospectors and investors would i)rob- 
iibly tind as good, if not better openings, 
in British Columbia. What Canadians 
do lind a little irritating is that South 
Africa Ehonld get settlers who intend to 
g) in for farming and who would lind 
very much better opportunitiea iu our 
own Northwest. The isolation there is 
no doubt the great detriment, but a 
newly settled country must always be 
sparsely populateil, and ever on the 
edge ot settlement in the Northwest 
there is greater security for life and 
property than there ha? been for acme 
time oast in any jiart of Khodeaia. 

The Indiana of tlie Northwest, at their 
worst — and there has been no seriona 
outbreak since 1885— are as mild as milk 
compared with tlio bloodthirsty Mata- 
bele. Evidence is only now accumu- 
lating to show how terrible a struggle 
has taken place this year between the 
Dutcli and ICngliah colonists and the 
savage tribes tlicy dispossessed. The 
cause of the outbreak ia.hard to discover. 
Mr. Selous, whose " Sunshine and Storm 
in Rhodesia " is the latest antliority on 
the subject, thinks that the rinderpest, 
which swept ofl'OO per cent, of thecat- 
tle, does not afi'ord an adequate explana- 
tion, as the kraals of the Matabele were 
found well stored with food. 

"Some 300 lonely graves throughout 
llhodesia testify Liy their silent elo- 
([uence to the indomitable courage and 
fearless enterprise of our Knglish race, 
lioya fresh from school and college, 
voung fellows straight from ofhce, store, 
or workshop, men of all rankn, volun- 
tfers — all were ready, from whatever 
motive, to ^ive the last supreme witness 
of death to their English breeding. In 
tlie contest between progress aud stiig- 
nation, wiiich is inevitable, whether 
morally or physically waged, they faced 
and forced their way through unknown 
tracts, under all privations, against all 
odds, and, linally, as at Shangani aud as 
at Mazoe, laid down their lives, 

' With all their wounds in front.' " 
Mr. Selous gives many instances of 
the heroism displayed, but one incident 
must suffice. It was in the light near 
the Umguza, when a KaflSr ambush 
nearly succeeded in surrounding a party 
of Grey's scouts. 

Probaljly the slaughter of their cattle 
to prevent the spread of tl:e ])lague was 
the exciting cauei,', and they had other 
grievances; but tlie origin of the trouble 
Wftfl, no doubt, the discontent of a con- 
quered race ))Ut down by a liandful of 
white men with ]ierhaps unueceSjbary 
sternness. The withdrawal of the whit 
police, whether it helped to bring about 
the rebellion or not, left the colonists 
aluiost without protection. Half the 
native police went over to the rebels ; 
the other half were disarmed as a mat 
tcr of precaution. The total number of 
Government rifles that could bo got to- 
gether was only 600, and the horsea oidy 
mustered 150. Against these there were 
at one time 10,000 Matabele under arms, 
liut it was a life and death struggle, 
ami the few liundredB of I'higliHli settlers 
reapouiied nobly to the call. The IJislioi) 
of Masluuialand writes: — 

" Trooper Wise waa the first man hit. 
A brave fellow named Baxter at once 
dismounted and i)ut Wise on hia own 
horse, thus saving the latter's life, but, 
as it proved, sacriQding his own. Cap- 
tain Grey and Lieutenant Hook at once 
Vicnt to Baxter's aasistance. Both were 
wounded and Baxter waa killed, while 
Lieutenant Crewe'with some others en- 
deavored to keep the Kafliis in check 
and cover the retreat of the wounded 
men. .lust as Lieutenant Hook got near 
to Crewe liia horde was shot, anil, rolling 
over, threw llooi^ to the ground, causing 
him at the same time to ilro)) hia rille. 
Hook got on Ilia legs and waa hobbling 
fc.rvvard when Crewe said to him, ''Why 
don't you jiick u|) your rille?" " 1 can't," 
was tlie answer, " 1 am too badly wound- 
ed." " Are you wounded, old chap'.'" 
Baid Crewe, " then take my Jiorso and 
I'll try and get out of it on foot." 
Crewe then assisted Hook to mount hia 
liorse and fought hia way back on foot, 
only eacaping with his life by a miracle, 
keeping several KafHrs who were very 
near him, but who had no guns, at bay 
with his revolver whilst he retreated 
backwards." 

But nothing in Mr. Selous' work gives 
80 striking a ])icturo of the horj-ora of 
the rebellion, and the heroism (lisulayed 
aa the simple story of a young Knglish 
colonist conveyed in a private letter to 
hia tutor at homo. l-Ie writes : 
"British South Africa Company, Ac- 
countant's Office, 

■• S.\i,isiiui;v, August 28, 1898. 
" I)i:.\u Pitoi'Kssoit :— You asked me to 
write and let you know what sort of a 
country this is. Well, so far as I am 
concerned, it is ])retty rotten. But I 
may consider myself luckv that it was 
not a lot worse. I only escaped Ijy hav- 
ing a bicvcle, and using my revolver. 
The whole uf the party were killed ex- 
cept nivseli— .Mr. .;aJ Mrs. Norton, 
nurse, and baby, and two Americans. 
It was just horrible. ^ „ , . ^, 

Norton sent me into Salisbury in the 
morning of June 17. He went to a kraal 



to get some boys to work for hitu. One 
Americaa was' sent over to the other 
farm, and Mra. Norton, nurse, baby and 
the other American stopped nt the homo 
farm. I got back to the farm at six, 
Buiidown,'witli a note from one of Nor- 
ton's friends begging for the lot to come 
into Salisbury, and I saw audi a fearful 
eight that I never want to see again. 
One room had the windows and window 
frames smashed in, and bo 1 drew my 
revolver and went in and saw what had 
happened. All the bed clothtis were 
soaked in blood, and the floor was 
covered with bits ot skull ar.d blood. 
There were about thirty empty revolver 
cartridges on the floor, but no bodies. I 
followed the trail where they had dragged 
them, and found them hidden under a 
shrub, all dead and fearfully knocked 
about. 'The American, when the last 
came, had evidently shot the women and 
the baby aud then himself. 

" I started to ride into Salisbury again, 
seeing I could do no good, and had not 
gone a mile when there waa a yell and 
two niggers jumped up in the grass on 
the side of the road, one with a gun and 
the other with a battleaxe. I waa off in 
a second and killed the brute with a 
gun, and the Other came for mo, but I 
had two shots as fast as I could with my 
revolver and he dropped ; and had just 
got on acrain when a regular volley was 
tired at nie, but about dOO or 500 yards 
ofl', so I went on, knowing that I liad 
only three more cartridges left. Three 
or four bullets came objectionably close 
to mo, one h.tting the handle liars, but I 
got into Saliaburv at 10 at night terrilily 
dope U]). 1 had done (iO miles in twelve 
hours on bad roads— a lot worse than 
the worst roatia in Kuglaiul— and I went 
and reported to the judge and police, 
and a [latrol waa sent out, aud they 
buried the bodies. But Norton's body 
lud the second American'a have never 
bemi found. 

I have had plenty of lighting since 
then and have only been viounded in 
the hand, and that was by a shotgun. 
I have once had my horao shot under 
me, and that is the funniest feeling I 
have ever had. I did not know whether 
was shot or the horse, or both or 
neither. 1 fell with the butt of my gun 
just in niv wind, and landed on my 
head." 

This young fellow ia now in an ac- 
couiitan't's o(ru:e, instead of where lie 
ght to be, where ho wants to be— on a 
farm. He ia a graduate of an iMigliah 
igriciiltural college, and evidently a 
man of reaource, jikick and determina- 
tion — juat such as wo want to lill ui) our 
Northwest. The blood tingles in the 
veins and the tears fall as we read of the 
!00 heroes in their lonely graves, but 
one cannot help a more prosaic feeling 
of regret that they did not choose to 
cast their lot in the Dominion of Cana- 
da, in which case, instead of lying buried 
in far oil" Africa, they might be helping 
to liuild up A great nation and a greater 
empire.

Yancouvpr Waterworks Uy-law Car 
rieil— Municipal Reform League 
— Burgrlaries. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 

VANCOUVEH. 

Vancouveu, Nov. 20.— Tlio burglaries 
are not yet even at an end here, for a 

house in I.'.u'io ^itrcet wiis entered late 
on Moiulay night. Some articleg of 
clotiiiiii^ were taken, but tlie owner, see- 
inn tlie intruder, jjursued and llred at 
him with a revolver. Tho man tlien 
dropped his spoil and doeaniped liastily, 
The decision of the City i'o'ico Com 
mittee to appoint two deteetivea from 
the ranks of the present force will exc ite 
some comment, not invariably favorable, 
as the force has not, by rosulta thi.s year 
shown, any very reuuirkablu dotueiive 
capacity. 

Tlie proposed ^Municipal Koforni 
League ia at last partly conaiituted alter 
niuc.li ell'ort. It has not, however, re- 
cruited many members, and its peraon- 
nel at present conaista largely of Iota! 
abstinence iidvocatea. It is, therefore, 
liuely that tlm forinal.ion of the league 
will incite the licensed victuallers to 
organiceil oppoainir ell'ort. Moderate 
men here regret the likcliliood <jf local 
nninicipal re])rosentation being so 
largely made to result from a tight be- 
tween extremists on tlie liquor question, 
•when good civic government concerns bo 
many other important issnes. 

Mr. A. M. Stewart, the public school 
teacher who ac>:identally eliat himself on 
Monday afternoon, is progressing favor- 
ably, though not yet out of danger from 
hia eerioua wound. 

Jlr. V. [■'aitlifull liegg, :\r.I'. for the 
bt. Kollox diviaion of (ilasgow, ia in the 
city. Heing already greatly interested 
in Wealern Australia i:uld mining, it ia 
expected that lie will take a i) uiet note 
of liritiah Uolumhia nuning progreaa and 
opportunities. Mr. liegg, who ia an 
ardent Imperialist, ia by profession a 
stockbroker. 

The gold watches and chains won by 
the Vancouver lacroase men at the sum- 
mer carnis'al, will be formally presented 
to them early nest week. 

Rev. H. B. Turner, of Lytton, who 
recently met with a serious accident on 
the C.P.R. line near that place, is now 
in the St. Luke's Home. His recovery 
is slower than was at first hoiied, and 
there is tnjublo over thesettingof a bad- 
ly dislocated alionlder. 

Thecity council haanracticall}', though 
not yet formally, decided to convert the 
lower !)art of the market ball iuto a new 
city hall and otli^ea, at a cost of proba- 
bly $1^,500 to If:;, Olio. The change will 
enl)3titute a fairly commodious brick 
building for the almost tunibie-down 
present headquartera of the city govern- 
ment. The ingreaa to the public hall 
over the proposed new city hall will at 
the same time l)e greatly improved and 
the public hall ilaell increased consider- 
ably in cubic contents by floor lowering, 
that will at the same tiiiiti improve tho 
acouaiic properlie.s of the room. 

The i.o.lin'.: yeaterday on the city 
Waterworks exlenaion lo m by-law re- 
sulted ill its iiua^-in^. It will en djii; the 
raia.nir uf .•fOO.OOO fc)r new mains and 
service extensions al l percent, interest, 
the money Ijeint; borroweil at par from 
the uninve--ted sinking funds of the gen- 
eral city loans. The yearly coat, includ- 
ing finking fund, will be if3,500, an 
amount that will lie more than covered 
by tho increase in payments by water 
consumers, whose numbers are enlarg- 
ing at an average rate of 250 yearly, thus 
adding an average of nearly $4,000 to 
tho water revenue. The city water- 
works are this year estimated to 
allow a revenue of .t-KiiOOt) against 
an expcMidilnre of if.")l,0()(J. The water 
graiifrd Ircc. as a bonus to the aunar re- 
finery ia in addition valued at .'fo.OOO a 
year and free water aupjilieil the city 
hall, ami market hall, the (ire liall and 
useil for street cleansing, aprinkliii<.' anil 
fire brigade ptirposf s, stands for a fur:lit r 
sum of |1.'),(IOO. Thus the waterworks 
are really producing a yearly prolit to 
the city of f">,0O(l i\ year, whilst also pay- 
ing .f 8, tlOO a year towards the original 
cost of the undertaking by way of con- 
tribution to sinking fund. It is expected 
that within two years, the city water- 
works will not only provide $20,000 worth 
of free water for city and sugar refinery 
purposes hut also yield a further clear 
])iofit return in cash. The need 
of thi; preaent waterworks extension 
is groat, as there ia in frosty 
weather — wliitn too many illegally h^L 
their water in llie honse pipes run l)y 
day and ni;;lit — no su tliciioit, presauro in 
tho higher parta of tho city. Some 
householders i:. .Mount I'leasaut are aaid 
in coiise.iuenco lo have been melting 
snow for domestic use during the last 
few days. 

It is rumored in iiuarters generally 
well informed that tho projectors of the 
proposed smelter and refinery will aak 
the city for a bonus of tl.'j0,000 and in 
addition claim ten years' tax exemption 
and a free water aupply worth $"iO,000. 
The general feeling in the city appiiiira to 
be Hti'ongly ailverae to any audi large 
boiiiiH. Itislield by moat that ^50,000 
bonus, plua free water and tax cxeni])- 
tion, should prove a fully ample aub- 
sidy. It io understood that tho CP. U. 
will aid the establishment of a Vancou- 
ver smelter and refinery in every posei- 
blo way. 

'J'he city council intends to have the 
brush and underwood cut and cleared 
from all vi\cant lot.s in tho settled part 
cf Vancouver, owners in default to bo 
charged with the coat. It ia held that 
brush and underwood, too, often servo 
as cover to footpads. 

A letter has been received from Man- 
ager Uaninbell Johnston of the Bond- 
holder, wiio aaya that tho showing so 
far ia very aatisfactory and that there is 
every indication that the ore will con- 
tinue |(< improve. . . . Considerable 
iixcitenieiil vestcrday waa caiia(-il by the 
rush lo 1)0 one of the ground-floor syn- 
<licale who havo taken over the hlxcel- 
sior. The JOxcolsior is supposed lo be 
on the same ledge as the liolden I^aglo.

Every manufacturer examined want- 
ed, not only the protection he now en- 
joys, but Btill more protection in the 
aliaps of lower duties, or no duties at 
all, on the raw material of his manufac- 
ture. On the ITtli and ISLh there ap- 
peared before the CommissionPrs, bak- 
ing powder and yeast manufacturers, 
manufacturers of enamel, tin and cop- 
per ware, bicycle makers, gentlemen on- 
gaged in the manufacture of shirts, col- 
lars and cuffs, dry goods men, vinegar 
makers, compositors, crockery ware 
uianufucturertj, the makers of cheap 
haL'8, lani'v goods manufacturers, jewel- 
ers, watchmakers, a manufacturer of 
aapolio, piano action manufacturers, 
coach makers, pork packers, proprietors 
of rolling mills, marble workers, foun- 
dry men, pold-leaf makers, paper and 
envelope makers, and coopers. 

The range of industries represented 
•was wide and, as the reader sees, some 
of tlieru were very important. Tlio evi- 
dence given by most of the- manufactur- 
ers was important. Tliat presented by 
the pork packers was particularly so. 
The gentlemen interested in that in- 
dustry showed very clearly that it was 
created by protection, and that its ex- 
istence depoii'ia on the continuation of 
that protection. They also showed that 
the farmers of the Dominion are deeply 
intcreated iu the prosperity of the pork 
packing industry, for it is they who raise 
tlie hogs and grow the food that fattens 
them. Here is an extract from a state- 
ment made by Mr. Fearnian : 

" Cientleinun, twenty years ago J 
started in this huhincss iu Canada, when 
we had (rcu tradi; iu thc.^e lines, nnd I 
ani Eorry to say lluit I started just twenty 
years too soon. I niaiiagiNl to conduct 
my business (and 1 had l)iiilt an estab- 
lishment and put i ii expensive mactiin- 
ery) for two years, and at tiie end of 
that time I was a much poorer man than 
ever I was before. The Americana were 
flooding the Canadian market with hog 
products of all kinds, and so undersold 
me that I had to finally abandon 
entire business. I disposed of 



that this Is. the season of the year for 
buying hogs firoin the farmers to be cur- 
ed during the winter season, and tlint if 
any change was in contemplution the 
packers would certainly not stock their 
cellars with hundreds of thousands of 
dollars wortli of goods wliich, by next 
season's tariff legislation, naay be greatly 
depreciated in value. No answer was 
given to the packers to this— to them— 
very important question. Mr. Fielding 
said he was not surprised tliat they were 
anxious, and added, if he were in their 
position ho would bo anxious too. The 
question was ono whicli tho IMinislera 
were not in a position to answer. 

This is one examnle of the iniury 
which instability and uncertainty as to 
the action whicli Government may take 
does to trade. Another uuch examjjle 
was given in tlie course of the day's pro- 
ceedings. In March last Mr. li. Mc- 
Donnell went to Dittsburg to see about 
getting a plant for the manufacture of 
soft steel. Ho intended to form a com- 
pany for that purpose in connection 
with the rolling mills, but, on account 
of tho impending elections and tlie sub- 
sequent change of Cioverniuont, the 
matter had been postponed for the pres- 
ent. Mr. Palersun asked the rolling 
mill proprietor: 

" What object had you in holding off 
to see what the Government would do? 
What difference would that make?" 

Mr. McDonnell's reply was : " I wont 
to form a company here. Of coun-:!^ we 
would luive to have l)ig capiUil — iR'arly 
a quarter of a million of dollars— and the 
gentleman I spoke to said: 'Well, we 
don't know what the present Govern 
ment is going to do.' We could not go 
on with our scheme if the duty wero 
lowered." 

From this it appears that Canada 
has one industry the le°s because men 
who had money to in^'est and wero will- 
ing to invest it, if things remained 
they were then, would not undertake to 
establish a new industry while matters 
as regards the tariff were in a state of 
uncertainty. 

The Commissioners will, before the in 
quiry is ended, or we are greatly mis- 
taken, have their eyes opened as to the 
state of public opinion in the Dominion 
with respect to the tariff. They will 
find that the practical free traders are 
very few indeed, and that to eliminate 
the principle of protection from t^e 
tariff will be for them a very ridky opors 
tion. 



-l-V UNFAIR COMrARISON. 

We see that some of tho supporters of 
the present Government when commend 
ing the terms of the Manitoba settle 
ment compare them with the provisions 
of the remedial bill. This is hardly fair 
for it should be remembered that tho 
Dominion Government offered terms of 
settlement which differed very material 
ly from the system that tho remedial 
bill, if it had become law, would have 
established. The terms which Sir Don- 
ald Smith was sent to Winnipeg to oiler 
the Manitoba Government and which 
that Government rejected would have 
made tho Manitoba school system almost 
identical with those that are now 
in operation in New Urunswi 
and Nova Scotia. Tho majority in those 
provinces are ad strongly in favor of tho 
undenominational system of schools as 
the inliabitantsof Manitoba can possibly 
be, yet they voluntarily and without 
pressure of any kind made an arrange- 
ment with the Roman Catholic minori- 
ties that was entisfactory to both Pro- 
testants and Catholics, and which has 
worked well for nearly, if not (juilo, 
twiMity years. There is no school (jues- 
tion now in either of those provinces or 
in I'rinco Edward Island, which was 
similarly situated as regards education, 
and in which an arrangement almost 
identical with that effected in Nova 
Scotia ami Mow l?rtinswick was made. 

When the course pursued by the Cnii- 
servative Goverimu'iit i:- i'(insi<lei'e(l, .Sir 
Donald Siiiilh s '-Ter .should not Ijo lost 
.sight of. Tliat oiler having been made 
by the Dominion and rejected by the 
Manitoba Government, makes a com- 
parison between the terms of the late 
Kottlement and the provi.sions of 
remedial bill manifestly dishonest. 



the 
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my buildings, tore out my plant 
and machinery, and sold it. At 
that time the Chicago packers weie 
bonding ill carloads of dresseil hogs 
to this market by r.iil. Tin.'y would bo 
unloiideil from tho cars mid .stretched 
out on tho snow, where tho farmera 
would come along and buy them. Then 
tliero came a change. The protection 
tarili' was placed on all [>ork packing 
products, and business ttirived. Tho 
farmer who used to purchase liis hogs 
from the United States markets began 
to jiroduce them, and to-day we have 
drovers out all over the country piclcing 
up tho hogs from tho farmers, so tliat it 
has bocoiuo a most productive business 
to them." JIo then enanieratod tho 
growth of tho oxjiort tradi!, and in reply 
to the ministers stated that tho Danes, 
who wore active competitors in the Eng- 
lish market with Canadians, had a eo- 
oporativo, or protective tariff of some 
kind, ho could not definitely state what, 
but knew it existed. , 

]5eforo tho pork-packers retired they 
wanted to know from the Commission- 
era whether there is any probability of 
the duty on hogs and meats being chang- 
ed within the next twelve months. 
Their reason for nskimr this question 
was explained to the Ministers. It is,

is Impure, no matW.iow healthy the 
climate is, the death rate will bo large. 
Aud a city so situated is subject to epi- 
demics which, when the season is favor- 
able to their growth, cut ofl" thousandsin 
£v single Ke.ison. 

If, after a good syatem of Kowora has 
been put in operation and the water 
supply is changed or imjiroved, the death 
rate largely decreases and the epidemics 
disappear altogether, what is any one 
capable of reasoning to think? Is ho 
not compelled to conclude that the dimi- 
nution of the death rate and the disap- 
pearance of the epidemics are due to the 
improvements which the sanitary engi- 
neer has been instrumental in making? 
These consequences have followed sani- 
tary improvement not in ono city but 
in hundreds ol cities in almost every 
part of the world, and yot there are peo- 
ple — and peoi)le in authority, too — who 
are so blind as not to see tlie great value 
of sanitary iui()rovomeiit. 

SPANISH CRUELTY. 

The Spaniards are carrying on the war 

in tho Philippine Islands in very much 
the same way as they are trying to ])ut 
down tho insurrection in Cuba. They 
beem determined to lill tho hearts of the 
iuBurgonta and their sympathisors with 
terror, and to increase the hatred by 
which they are regarded by tlie native 
inhabitants. The tortures of the black 
hole of Manilla is not the only wanton 
o'ttrage inflicted in cold blood on de- 
fenceless men. A writer on the spot 
says : 

Great atrocities have been committed 
on both sides, but more so by tho 

Spaniards, who have shown no mercy to 
tho ijrisouors caught, and, wheu pos- 
sible, they have shot down, right and 
left, everyone that came within their 
reach. A norfoct reign of terror exists. 
The Spaniards are torturing expressly 
the more iuiportant jieoplo in order to 
force them to declaie. I am told they 
have actually been nailing thoir hands 
up to the walls and llagelliiting thorn, 
applying the thumbscrewa, etc. There 
is no douijt it is perfectly true. No tele- 
grams are aHowod to go away except 
after beinjj censored by the Government, 
and correspondence is violated ; but, 
nevertheless, the Hongkoag and Singa 
pore papers have managed to get an ac- 
count ot the I51ack Holeof Manilla worse 
than th:it of Calcutta. . . The rebel 
lion is solely due to tho utterly rotten and 
corrupt administration hero. Tilings 
look very black indeed. lOxecutions 
have been wholesale; yesterday four 
more unfortunate natives wero shot in 
t.he public promenade. I hope I may 
never seo hucli another eight. It was 
simply awful. The rillea were put so 
close to the lieads of the unfortunate 
prisoners that that they were blown to 
jneces. Actually crowds of Spanish 
women went to see it. The Spanish say 
they will shoot 50O of the ringleaders. 

It is more than likely that this fiend 
ish cruelty will not accomplish the pur- 
pose for which it is iieriietrated, instead 
of intimidating the natives it most prob- 
ably will exasperate them and cause 
them to be -more resolute in their 
resistance to Spanish rule. The 
Spanish have yet to learn that 
the only ellective way to colonise 
a country, and to make its inhabitants 
loyal subjects is to treat both colonists 
and natives fairly, and to allow them, as 
far as it is possible, to manage tiieir own 
public affairs. This is the plan adopted 
by Great Britain, and it has gained for 
her the reputation of being the most 
.successful colonizer that the world has 
yet seen. Spain's selfish and cruel 
policy is likely soon to cause her to lose 
lire small amount of her colonial empire 
that still remains. 



Th.e beneficial effects of sanitary en- 
gineering are greater and more easily 
aeon than most iieojilo aectii to think. 
Mr. Wolfe Barry, at tho opening of the 
7.Hlh aessiou of tho Ingtitute of Civil 
Engineers, delivered an address on en- 
gineering progress during the reign of 
Queen Victoria. He made many very 
interesting statenieiite, not ihe least of 
whicli is the following : 

The reduction of the mean death rate 
of London, amounting to five per 1 ,000, 
meant a saving of life in the metroiiulis 
alone of 32,000 individuala annually — a 
result very largely due to the ollbrts of 
the sanitary engini'or, though it was, 
of course, to bo partly ac(;oiintod for 
by hotter wages, better orgatii- 
zatlon and bettor medical educiition. 
If tho same rate of reduction obtained 
in the largest towns of the Kingtlom, 
including London, it might bo claimed 
f.hnt 110,000 lives were annually saved by 
these causes in those towns alone." 

To many it sounds singular and not (v 
little irreverent to assert that by means 
which it is the business of civil engin- 
eors to carry out tho death rate in a city 
can he very considerably reduced. But 
this fact has now been demonstrated. 
The two things by which the health of a 
city are moat affected are drainage and 
water supply. Wlien the drainage ia 
bad or insufficient and the water supply

The City Isolation hospital is undoubt- 
edly a most valuable and necessary in- 
stitution for the prevention of the spread 
of disease and the protection of the 
health of the people, but the story of the 
treatment of two men there last week 
seeiiis to show that some ratlical im- 
provement is needed in dealing with 
people who are unfortunate enougii to 
be obliged to temporarily submit to iso 
lation and disinfection. 

On Saturday last Mr. John .Tenkins 
and Jlr. C. Moody, who had, as a matter 
of accommodation, assisted at the 
funeral < ' a jierson who liad died of 
diphtheria were, in accordance 
Willi the health regulations, sent 
to the isolation hospital lor disinlection, 
and accortling to Mr. Moody's story, re- 
ceived during their short stay in quaran- 
tine, treatment decidedly worse than if 
they had been prisoners in jail. 

It was 1 o'clock on Saturday after- 
noon, Mr. Moody explained, when be 
and hia companion reached the isolation 
hospital. They were then put into a 
room and informed that they would 1x3 
obliged to remain in quarantine twelve 
hours, and that they and their clothes 
would have to go through a tlisinfecting 
process. The room, though only a 
board structure, was well warmed by a 
stove, but there were no toilet conveni- 
ences such as a basin and water for 
washing. The iron bedstead had most 
uninviting looking blankets, and the 
mattresses were so ill-litting that the 
men had to lap them over so as to make 
thSir bed at all comfortable. 

Had the men been in jail they wouhl 
have hail their meals regularly, but all 
they got was bread and butter and jam 
and one cup of tea at -1 o'clock, then no- 
thing more til! next morning, when they 
were served with breakfast. The care- 
taker, Mr. Shaw, came round, it is true, 
during the afternoon and asked if they 
wished for anything. 

" We told him we wanted something 
to eat," says Mr. Moody, " and he re- 
plied that the erocu would soon come 
with provisions; byt for all that we had 
nothing to eat from the time we were 
served with tbe bread and butter and 
jam at i o'clock, until next morning. 
That meal was given to ua through the 
kindness of a [irofe-sioiial nurse who 
was herself in quarantine, but consented 
to give us our meals as a matter of ac- 
commodation." 

The most extraordinary part of the 
complaint is that in regard to the disin- 
fecting process. Moody's clothes were 
taken away to be fumigated and be was 
given the regular disinfection bath on 
Saturday evening. Then he was returned 
to tbe same room and slept in the same 
bed with .Jenkins, who yet wore the 
clotlies Id had on when he arrived at 
the hospital and who did not have hia 
disinfec! ing hath till Sunday. In other 
words Mo-ily having been disiiu'ected 
was broniiht again in contact with his 

inilianion, who hud not yet gone through 
bis disinfection. 

lloth :iien were set free on Sunday and 
.vent hoine, .lenkins wearing his felt 

at, which bad been black wlieii he 
reached the isolation hospital the day 
before, but was now a lovely purple from 
the eflect of the disinfection treatment, 
and Moody with a nice red streak across 

is black coat, the result of the same 
process.

An Interestiugr and Studied Expo- 
sition of Some Features 
of the Seieuce. 



The followinc paper was presented at 
a recent ineethis of tho Toacliers' Asso- 
ciation of Victoria, by liov. W. I). Biir- 
her, of St. Saviour's clmrcli, and was re- 
ceived with great satisfaction by tlie 
members : 

Ladies and gentlemen, the subject on 
which I have undertal^en to say a few 
words is a very vast one — one upon 
which much diversity of opinion exists, 
and yet on which every intelligent being 
has a riy;ht to holil an opinion, because 
in oacli of us the bulk of the facts upon 
whicii tlie science is based can be ob- 
served. 

Cienerally speaking, what wo call 
Philosophy is the sciHnce of liuuiau 
nature considered in observed factw. 
Facta whuih concern our intellitieni-e, 
our reasoninj: powers, our mind, are 
commonly called metaphysical, that is 
they are above the plane of pliysical 
manifestations. Tliese facts, so fur as 
they have been observed, are reduced to 
ceriuiii inlcllectUHl principles. 

Intellectual principles present tliem- 
selves under two aspects: (1.) l^ither 
as relative to the intelligence in which 
they exist; (2.) to the subject which 
possesses them — the subjective as rela- 
tive to the objects external and the 
mind — the conscious ei;o. At tho aaine 
time there is no strict line of separa- 
tion between tho two clncu.-o <,f 
principles —hence eaeh one is stibjeetive 
orobjective or objective and subjective 
in varying projiorlious at tho same time. 

To sum up: The human niiiui or un- 
derstanding is dis'ilayed in certain in- 
tellectual principles chissided as subjec- 
tive and objective which co-exists in 
varying relations to each other. 

We take lirst the science of tho sub- 
jective, the "ye,'' "me," as dis- 
tinguisheil from the "non-ego" the 
"notnie." This is no fanciful romance 
■of the imagination concerning the na- 
ture ot iiie luimau soul, ilie mens, its 
origin and end. It is the true history of 
the soul written by reflection at the dic- 
tation of consciousness anil memory. 

It is the mind mirrored in itself, con- 
tpmnlatind the ppei'tacle presented by 
itself as the human face sees its counter- 
ten present uient in the placid deptlis of 
an unrutlled pool. It is occupied entire- 
ly with internal facts, phenomena per- 
cpptil>le and apcertainal)lo by conscious- 
ness, in short — Psychology. 

A'ow, psychology gives i.he most per- 
fect certainty to those who have sufH- 
cieat, penetration and perseverance to 
plumb its depths* It only demands 
(what very few cad satisfy) a complete 
abstraction from disturbing thoughts 
and images, such as the world of color 
and form, which is most familiar to us 
because it is ever present with us. We 
must for the tiuie-being shut out all 
apriori conceptions and notions of 
being and proceed without re- 
gard to those conventional logical 
forms which repress and restrain pure 
consciou8ne.=.9. And then we must pass 
in review all the isolated facts of observ- 
ation, of memory, of recollection, mak- 
ing sure that no element is omitted lest 
the result be incomplete. Nothing must 
be taken upon supposition. 

Just as tho child gathering his liricks of 
wood gradually lits each selected block 
in its place, so must tlie human mind in 
construct iuL' a complete tlieory of its 
own moiio. of working be careful to in- 
clude all the elements and ])lace them in 
their proper relations to each other 

When wo possess all the elements we 
muet classify them just as the geologist 
or botanist arranges the objects of his 
researches unilor certain divisions whi 
comprehend them all. 

But more remains to be done, it is 
not enough to know the nature of the 
result of consciousness — our cognitions. 
We must seek out the solution of higher 
problems — their origin, not forgetting tf>t> 
trace the relation between a primitive 
manifestation and its present develop 
ment. 

Hence the ficiouce of the subject i 
essentially self-study conditioned by 
c:onta<-t with tho thouirlit ot the highest 
manifestat ions of intellect in man. 

We take now the intellectual princi- 
pjles with regard to their external rel 
tions. 

The objective — the greatest problem 
in life as yet unsolved on psycological 
grounds is the ability of the mind to per 
ceive and know thiugs outside of itself. 
We are nothing Init ourselves and yet 
we are able to know that which is not 
ourselves. At iirst the child has only 
Belf-consciousiie''s ; hut Ironi the lirst 
shimmer of con.'iciousnosH it Iji'giiis to 
exercise every faculty and develop every 
capacity in attaining the possession of a 
world not itself. And to do this it ili 
pends n))on physical properties which 
philosophically are inexplicable. Des- 
cartes' formula cogito ergo sum— 1 
think therefore I exist — provee individ- 
ual existence. But 'how do we know 
that objects really exist outside our- 
HclvesV This is tiie objective i)rol)lem. 

JOverythiiig which lies outside our 
consciousiute^H is objective; all real or 
essential existences ( by hypothesis) are 
outside our consciousness, wliich can 
only be exercised on internal i)henome- 
na. Hence everything which lies out- 
side the soul is [jroblematic. 

This problem has given rise to two ex- 
treme positions, between which there 
'ranges any number of schools veering 
towards one and the other. 

On the one side there is tho purely 
materialistic school, which solves ail 
psychological problems by attributing 
the phenomena to purely j)hysic'.d 
causes. ICvery funcition of the mind is 
so closely associated vvith the Ijrain that 
it can only be considered a secretion — 
elusive, perhaps, in the j)resenl condi- 
tion of jjhysical research. Tho inlliioiice 
of this school is gcen in the substitution 
of modern terms in everyday language. 

In sorne(iuartersam^n formerly called 
'■ intellectual " is now calhjd " lirairiy," 
forcing tho materialistic iilea into an 
unpleasant prominence. 

At the other extreme is tho school 
elah' rited by Berkely — the purely 
Idealistic. This school denies tho exist- 
once of the external. It assumes thnC 
as all facta of consciousness must oxii t ' Stub's Vegetable Blood Purifier— pure- 
in the organ of coneciousness— oneself— i ly vegetable, i 



therefore there ia no material world. 
Thus both schools evade the problem 
which ever occupies the thought of those 
who accept the reality of the existence 
of the "Ego" and the ."-Jfon Ego" 
alike ; the problem— viz., of the relation 
wliioh they occupy to each other. 

I have tma far dealt with the general 
aspects ot the study of psychology. 
Doul)tless, you are ajl familiar with tlie 
classilicationof the mental powers winch 
is set forth in the text books on the sub- 
ject. But text hooks are not infallible, 
and every student of psychology feels at 
liberty to modify accepted inodes of 
classiiicatioii according to his knowledge 
of his own inner consciousness. 

I shall not be so bold this afternoon as 
to give yon my own ideas of classifica- 
tion. Some of yon may not, perhaps, 
have studied carefully any mode; others 
may have rejected some of the details of 
the one which 1 am about to i)resent to 
you — that of Sir William Hamilton, tho 
greatest Scotch metaphysician of the 
century. 

Cognitive Faculties— there are eix of 
these: 1, presentativo ; 2, conservative ; 
3, reproductive; 4, representative; 5, 
elaborative; 0, regulative. I will brielly 
comment on these. 

1. Preseutative — Others call tfiis ac- 
quisitive or receptive. It is tlio recej) 
lion of a new object in the sphere of our 
cognitions. It may he of external or in 
tenial things. If tho former it ia called 
external i)eicei)tioii, if the latter, rellex 
perception or self-coiisciousiiei-s. 

U. C!oiiservative faculty — This stands 
lor tho power of mental retention out of 
consciousness, tlie storing away of know 
ledge so that it is not in sight — in short, 
memory. 

3. Keproductivo faculty — The work of 
this faculty is to draw on the stores of 
memory. It is governed by laws of men 
tal association and operates in two ways 
Without the will by suggestion, such as, 
for instance, the many thoughts which 
Hash into tho mind through the power 
of association as the odor of a llower re 
calks vividly scenes long since 8toi-e( 
;i.way; or with the — roiiiini.:c'j;.uc 
The art of reproducing processes com- 
mitted to memory is an instance. 

-1. The Representative faculty — Im- 
uiagiiiation — keeiuoir before the mind 
tlio knowledge ac(iuired, retained and 
reproduceil. The jjower of meditating 
lomes under this head — the power of 
the mind to dwell on scenes 
in past experience, so that they are as 
natural and vivid as when the optic 
nerve first transmitted the visual im- 
pression to the brain. 

5. The Elaborative Faculty — The fac- 
ulties just enumerated, while absolutely 
necessary to the existence of the higher 
faculties, are subsidiary to them. They 
simply accjuire, preserve, call out and 
lioUl up the materials for the use of the 
higher faculty, which acts on tliem. 
I'ho lirst 'our are largely dependent on 
[ihysical properties — the senses and the 
brain cells. The elaborative faculty is 
one of comparison — the ability to anal- 
yse, to build uj), to compare, to systeni- 
ise. An act of judgment is involved 
in these operations. We affirm or deny, 
and finally produce an act of conception 
or thought. 

(J. The Eegulating Faculty, or Oom- 
mon Sense — This is by no means the 
product of experience — it is a natural 
power of the moment. No amount of 
study or experience will make a person 
of seiite. The faculty is innate. The 
ancient ' ireeks called it nous, and the 
same word is used by uneducated |)eople 
in tjie West of England. I fre(iuently 
hoard the expression of an unwise per- 
son — " eo and so has no nous." 

Tabulated we have the cognitive 
faculties : 

1. Presentativp — Kxternal perception; 
internal self-coiisciousness. 

2. Conservative — Memory. 
;). Heproductive — Suggestion ; reminis- 
cence. 

•1. Kepresentativp — Imangi nation, 
f). Elaliorative— Comparison. 
11. Kegiihilive — Ki-ason. 
Nearly every writer on psycdiology has 
his o>v." t>T;;.iri('!T;y, !:!■'• it is Jitliriiu. 
sometimes to reconcile the viirious 
theories. The above, in the main, is 
accepteil. 

There are many controversies raging 
round the faculty of percejitiun, and the 
(|ue8lion is this: Is oiir perception or 
consciousness of external olijects im- 
mediate or mediate? Those who accept 
the former lielieve the testimony of con- 
sciousness to he infiilliiiie. Kvery fact 
presented by it is an ultimate fact; and 
others ooncerving it to be impossible to 
bring the external reality within the 
sjiliere of consciousress, hold that it is 
roi)resented by a vicarious image — which 
is situated in the mind. Others again, 
like Berkeley, hold that tb(!re is no exter- 
nal reality at all, and that what the mirul 
mistakes for an external object is only 
a modilicatior: of itself. Such ideas vio- 
late tho testimony of consciinisness and 
tho safest plan is to accept the doctrine 
that every external fact presented to us 
by imr faculty of perception is an ulti- 
mate fact. 

Tho old philosphers tried to solve tlie 
iliMicuity by siiirgestimr a third some- 
thing a tertiuin quid — neither mind nor 
matter propagated from an external ob- 
ject and jiroduced in the soul. 

W(! iiuiHt he content to let the problem 
of till! connecting link between mind and 
matter go unsolved. " There are more 
things in iicaven ami earth than are 
droanitof in any philosophy." 

] have sketched as clearly and briefly 
as I can some lA tho jjliases of the sludy 
of ])Kychi)logy. Time does not admit of 
any practical ajiplication to our work as 
teachers. The most important part of a 
teacher's education is a careful and 
reverent study of the human mind so 
far as its ooorations have been observed 
and classified. 

lOvery child possesses this wonderful 
instrument, possessing in each varying 
potencies, and every teacher is bound to 
develop its highest possibilities. What 
aim can be nobler? With what searchings 
of part must one take up such a calling, 
and with what diligent study and pru- 
dent zeal must we pursue it! 

I am afraid that my jiaper has lieen 
dull and perhaps hard to follow, but if 
it has aroused in only a few a desire to 
study some of the great thinkers on 
these problems — Aristijtle, Plato, Ilimio, 
(/'oiisiii, Stewart, Ueid, llami'ton a::id 
I'lint — I shall bo abundantly satisfied.

'NVhureae, a petition, Bigned by the owiiorH of 
one-tenth of tho value of tho loni property in 
the MunlcipalUy (as shown by the liiHtravlsod 
assessmont roll) bos been presented to tlio Mun- 
ioipal-'Counoil of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria requesting the Introduction of a by-law 
for tho purpose of raising a suflloicnt auiii In 
defray the cost of construotlng a 8iibiii,antial 
Ktone and Htcol brldgo, at tho site of thu Point 
KUleo bridKO over tho Victoria Arm, a epnn ot 
^rhlvli collapsed on 'JOlh May, IBOO; and 

Whereas in order to construct such a ivorli It 
is necessary to authorize the Corporation ol the 
City of Victoria to borrow the sum of one hun- 
dred and tvvonty-flvo thousand dollars, and to 
lEsuo debentures of the Corporation therefor, 
nnd to lapply the money thus obtained to tlie 
eoufitruction of a stone and steel bridge ami 
works connected therewith, from the western 
termination ol Work street, neross tho waters of 
Vlelorbi Arm, to etnmcel wlMi the highway to 
KKiiilinalt 111 or luiar roiiii ICUico, through Sec- 
tion ll'J, Ksqiilinall IMslriel;

New Yoiiiv', Nov. 2G. — John E. Ked- 
iiiond, j\I.P. for Waterford city, Ireland, 
arrived on the White Star liner Teti- 
tonic. He waa met at quarantine by 
Edward O'Fiaherty, president of the 
Iriah Independent Parliamentary party, 
and John J. Daly, secretary of the Wat- 
erford Men's ABSOciation of this city, 
■who invited Mr. Jiedmond to a rece))- 
tioii to bo held in liia honor at the IIoll'- 
luan house. 

Mr. lledmond has, since ho succeeded 
the late Oharles Stewart Parnell aa 
leader of the independent eection of tho 
Iriah Nationalists, become a prominent 
ligure in Irish and Enplish politics, lie 
has become somewhat grayer and stoutt r 
than wlien he last visited New York in 
the spring;. 

A fellow passenger of Mr. Redmond 
was Dr. I'aiwtinl Byrne, tho editor of the 
Irish Daily Ludependoiit, who comes 
hero to spend his vacation. Ho was 
ctiriou.sly enough a coiiipanion of Mr. 
Kedmond when, with William O'Brieti 
and otiier nunnbera of parliament, that 
fienllenian attendeil the National Loaf;iie 
eoiiventioii held in Cliii'tij^u imniudiately 
after Clhulstone's introiluctiou of his 
home rule bill for Ireland in 1880. 

Mr. Kedmond in an interview said; 
" My present visit to America is entire- 
ly non-political, in the sense that I do 
not intend to take advantage of my visit 
to promote the interests of any political 
party in Ireland. I am hero on a lecture 
tour and will deal with political ])arties, 
for nobody can speak about the British 
))arliament without dealing in i)olitica. 
Irish coiitroverdial jiohtics I sliail, how- 
ever, eschew. " 

Mr. liedmoiid thou referred to the 
' royal commission on the linanciai rela- 
tions between iMiglaiid and Ireland, ol 
which he is a member. He said : 

" For the last htilf of a century repre- 
sentatives of Ireland have been insist- 
ing tliat Ireland has been overta-'iod. 
Two or tlireo parliamentary commissions 
have been reported, but in vain. At 
last, however, a representative eonimis- 
siou of English, Irish and Scotch mera- 
bers of all political parties in tl^e tliree 
-countries has investigated the subject in 
the most exhaustive way. The com- 
mission haa unanimously reported that 
Ireland has for the last forty rears been 
overtaxed about $15,000,000 a year, 
judged by her relative capacity to bear 
taxation with luigland. Certain mem- 
bers of tho committee have believed a 
certain proportion of this over-taxation 
was offset by the fact that the cruel mil- 
itary administrations of Ireland were 
very costly. 

" A majority of two-thirds of the com- 
mission haa reported that a full allow- 
-ance beinj; made for every excessive ex- 
penditure in Ireland, that countrv is 
still overtaxed $ 12,250,000 a year, this 
I regard as the most important event in 
the history of Ireland since the union. 
If the money that wo have overpaid be 
refunded to us, it will extinguish taxa- 
tion in Ireland .iltogether for an indeli- 
jiite time. Even if restitution be left 
out of account, and we get bare justice 
for the future, we ought to have the lat- 
ter sum each year henceforward to 
enable Ireland to develop her industrial 
resources and make her the prosperous 
country she would have been but for 
this intolerable burden." 

When asked in regard to the arrest of 
alleged dynatniters and the suljaeqiient 
appearance of Jones, tlie American, aa 
an informer, Jlr. Kedmond said : 

" Of Jones' perfortpance I know notli- 
ing. I do not believe in the existence of 
any new dynamite experience here or 
elsewhere against England, and while I 
cannot but recognize tliat this new 
dynamite scare may interfere with the 
release of the Irish and Irish-.Vmerican 
prisoners still in rorlland ])risoii, I feel 
that when the true facta come to light 
the English peo[)lo will iint be deterred 
from j)erforming a duty of jnatic(> by re- 
leasing th(! few remaining j)risonerij, 
who liave already Buffered greatly. 

" The news that Gallagher and Wliite- 
head were hopelessly insane when they 
arrived here waa no news to me. They 
were both mad for many years before 
thev were set free. Of the live men still 
in Poitland prison in whom Irishmen 
moat take an interest, Flanagan is un- 
floubtedly insane, whilS Wilson and 
Uurton are so delicate that the prison 
<loctor has forbidilen them from doing 
any heavy work. The other two are not 
in much better condition."

To TIIE Editor: — ^To develop British 
Columbia's great resources a vast 
amount of capital will be needed. It is 
impossible to form any estimate of the 
millions that will be required to open up 
and operate the gold and silver mines, 
to convert the copper and iron ores into 
metal, to manufacture the niillioiia up- 
on millions of feet of niercluin table 
timber, to clear the farm lands, to con- 
struct the railways, highwaya, and build 
the cities and towns, with all the appli- 
ances of high civilization. Wo saw how, 
following the construction of the North- 
ern Pacilio railway, '100,000 people and 
an immense amount of capital flowed in- 
to the State oi Washington in 
a decade. Wo saw, in our own 
province, how men and money 
followed quickly upon the construction 
of the Canadian Pacific. We are wit- 
nessing to-day a great influx of popula- 
tion and capital into the ICootenay dis- 
trict because of ' the success attending 
two or three gold mines; We require no 
proof, except what is afforded by obser- 
vation and experience, to convince us 
that if we eoidd once set on foot the 
general development of the province we 
would inaugurate a period of iirosperity, 
the like of which wo have never wit- 
neased. J^et us suppose that while the 
riches of the southeastern corner of the 
province are being exploited, another 
stream of caiiital coiilil ho directed 
into that wonderful auriferous region 
of which Lillooel ia an outlyer and 
Cariboo the tliresliold. Let us suppose 
that with this tlien; could be started a 
stream of immigration to occupy the fer- 
tile valleys ol the interior and ttio bound- 
less cattle ranges by which they are 
fianked. Let us contemplate another 
transcontinental railway, backed with 
abundant capital and reaching out for 
the growing commerce of the Orient. 
Let us think of what the full develop- 
ment of Vancouver Island alone would 
mean. ]'",very town in the province 
woukl feel its business imlae ([uickened 
by these things ; every farmer would 
find the price of liia produce advanced ; 
evei'v laborer would be able to secure 
abundant employment. 

1 wish to avoid tlie language of exag- 
geration in these letters, but 1 state the 
simple truth when I say that imagin- i 
ation can hardly picture the full result 
of the development of the resources of 
our province. 

Dr. Calhoun, commissioner for the 
state of Washington at the World's Fair, 
is authority for the statement that there 
is in that state more standing timber than 
in all the states of the Union east of the 
.Mississippi ; and the Pnget Sound Lum- 
berman, in an article on the limber suji- 
ply of the Coast, after sjieaking of the 
vast resotircea of AVashington and Ore- 
gon in this respect, said that British 
Columbia contained very much more 
than both Lhose states combined. 

Our province has more coal than Penn- 
sylvania, and better iron ore and more 
of it than all the rest of the Pacific coast 
put together. Probably it is quite accu- 
late to say that in respect to its supply 
of coal and Iron, British Columbia is 
without a rival in the world. 

In respect to its area of arable and 
pasture land, it would probably surprise 
many people from the East to be told 
tliat there is a wider area of this in Brit- 
ish Columbia than in the three Mari- 
time provinces, hut there is no doubt 
whatever that this ia true. 
As to its wealth of gold and silver, no j 
one can pretend to set a limit. It is 
known tiiat ils auriferous area ia at least 
three times aa great as the total area of 
Nova Scotia, New Brtinswick and Prince 
Edward Island. If you join the south- 
east corner and the north-west corner of 
the ])rovince by a line drawn upon the 
maj), the line will represent a distance 
of 1,200 miles, and it will not cross a 
river valley whose sands do not carry 
gold, or a mountain range in which a 
prospector may not reasonably hope to 
find paying mineral, and for fully half 
its length it will traverse a region des- 
tined to be the scene of unprecedented 
hydra i.'lic mining. 

We admit all these things to each 
other and yet when some one euggeets 
that tlu! provincial government slumld 
adopt a bol llv aL'gressive jKjlicy in i rJer 
that the people who liv(! in IIk? province 
now, ami who have their all invested 
here, shoulil get the liimelit of the ojien- 
ing of these inalidiless resources to set- 
tlement and ciipital, the cry is raised 
that we cannot afford it; the tiuth is 
that we cannot aflbrd not to. 

The province stands in the position of 
a man, who has discovered a gold mine, 
aiink a shaft on it, cross-cut the vein and 
found that there is plenty of ore, had the

On everv ])riiiciple of atatCs- 
mausliiji, good politics and sound busi- 
iiesa, it will pay the province "to jmt in 
the iilant " needed to realize the riches 
abounding within its Ijor.lers. 

Tliese riches will bo tully developed 
ou'j of tlieao days. But why wait? 
Tiiero is no particular satisfaction in 
knowing that we have a province of such 
lioundless possibilities if we do not got 
some good out of them ourselves. Some 
day a railway will cross the province 
through the rich grazing lands 
and along the rich valleys of 
the central plateau, thence through 
tlie L'old lields of Cariboo and out on to 
the great prairies, and so on across the 
conliiieiit. Kveryone knows that such 
a road would mean the settlement of 
inillionH of acres of land, the inveatnient 
of millions in gold mining, the Iniilding 
of new towns, the establishment of many 
new industries. Kveryone knows that 
that would mean much to Victoria, 
Vanconuer, New Westminster, Nanaimo 
and all the coast. Everyone knows that 
without it the interior cannot be devel- 
oped.
